Pioneering with Poultry Houses 

N 1885, Eddy C. Young opened a small box factory in the 
town of Randolph. 

Being fond of chickens, Mr. Young always kept a good'sized 
home flock. In those days, almost any old shack was considered 
quite good enough for a chicken coop. Mr. Young, however, 
studied the needs of his birds. Then, he tried to design houses 
which would be airy and light, yet warm. 

He cut out the materials from his stock in the factory. These 
early houses would now seem crude but they were far ahead of 
anything in the neighborhood. Soon the neighbors began to 
ask Mr. Young to get out chicken houses for them. 

Almost before he realized it, the box manufacturer found 
himself doing a nice business in this new line. 

After studying the situation, Mr. Young hit upon the idea of 
building the houses in sections. The parts could be bound 
together and readily shipped at a low freight rate. The sections 
could then be assembled into a complete house, ready to paint. 

These portable chicken houses made an almost immediate hit. 
They were standard in design, material and workmanship. They 
saved the poultry keeper a great deal of work and provided 
sanitary modern shelter at low cost. 

Soon the box business was abandoned so that time, thought 



and energy could be devoted to the growing poultry house busi- 
ness. Today, the E. C. Young Co. is shipping poultry houses 
into all the Eastern States. 

Later, Pigeon Houses, Rabbit Hutches and Dog Kennels were 
added to the Young line of portable buildings. The smaller Ken- 
nels are shipped fully assembled. 

Another branch of the business which has grown to large 
proportions is the building of Garages, Bungalows and Roadside 
Stands. As these economies have cut the cost of building the 
Houses, the savings have been passed along to customers in re- 
duced prices. 

As the business expanded, materials were purchased in larger 
quantities; labor-saving machinery was installed and the business 
systematized. 

Throughout the years that have followed, Eddy C. Young 
and his son, Martin, have kept in close touch with the practical 
side of the poultry business. Every new model has first been 
tested with their own flocks before being offered to the public. 

As the art of poultry house construction progressed, standard 
designs were adopted which had been approved by the State 
Experiment Stations. These were supplemented by others in which 
the Youngs worked out their own ideas. One of these original 
designs is the Amherst House, considered to be in many ways 
the last word in poultry house construction.
